W a s h in g t o n , December 1st.—Norman J. 
Colman, Commissioner .of Agriculture, to­ 
day submitted bis second aunual report to 
the President. 
He describes in general 
terms the progress made in agriculture 
during recent years and the conditions 
which contribute to make this “ the best 
fed nation on the globe.” He sets forth at 
length the benefits derived and to be ex­ 
pected 
from 
agricultural experiments, 
stations and colleges. Several States are 
constantly urged to enlarge tbeir experi­ 
ments and often find themselves striking 
“ new leads ” which they cannot follow, all 
for want of means. Hence the general in­ 
terest in the bill now before Congress for 
the establishment of agricultural experi­ 
mental stations in connection with agri- 
cultuml colleges, and the prevalent opinion 
of its importance and desire for its early 
enactment. 
Q ueer D ecision. 


W a s h i n g t o n , December 1st.—Officers of 
the navy are not particularly pleased with 
the decision of the Second Comptroller, 
which holds that travel between the United 
States and Alaska is foreign travel, and 
therefore that no mileage can be allowed 
for it. 
Officers think it but just that they 
should receive some consideration when 
going to Alaska, as it is regarded as the 
most unpleasant duty in the service. Tiie 
Fourth Auditor, when the matter was 
called to his attention, decided that travel 
from the United States to Alaska was sim­ 
ply as from one port of the United States to 
another, and the mileage could therefore be 
lecovered by any officer making the voyage 
under orders.

The robbers, 
thinking they had not got all, tortured one 
of the Chinamen by holding him on a hot 
stove until his comrades gave up the bal­ 
ance of their money, some $500 in all. One 
Celestial had his cue cut off and was other­ 
wise horribly tortured. Two were severely 
injured. The outrage is deprecated by re­ 
spectable people, and the Sheriff is trying 
to obtain a clue to the perpetrators.

C h ic a g o , December 1st.—The77wics’ Chat­ 
tanooga (Tenn.) special of November 29tli 
gives details of a triple tragedy near Iron- 
dale, Ala : W. A. Baldwin, Supervisor on 
the Georgia Pacific Railroad, some time 
since was married to a Miss Moore. The 
young lady’s brothers were violently op­ 
posed to the union, and were never recon­ 
ciled to ihe match. 
Sunday- afternoon 
Brevand Moore, the youngest brother of 
Baldwin's wife, went to the latter's home 
and tried to induce his sister to leave Bald­ 
win. She refused, at which her brother 
became enraged and began abusing her. 
Baldwin ordered Moore to cease his abuse 
or leave the house, whereupon Moore drew 
a revolver and fired at Baldwin twice. Both 
shots 
took 
effect, in dieting dangerous 
wounds, but Baldwin braced himself, and, 
drawing a pistol, besran firing at Moore. 
While the men were shooting at each other 
Mrs. Baldwin rushed between them, hop­ 
ing to put an end to the fusilade. Before 
they could cease firing Mrs. Baldwin fell to 
to the floor with three bullets in her breast. 
She has since died of her injuries. Moore 
was finally’ shot dead by Baldwin, and the 
latter is now dying.

The men 
at the several mines near here recently de­ 
manded an advance of 10 cents per ton, the 
present basis being 55 cents. The operators, 
after considering tbe matter, refused to ac­ 
cede to tbe demand, claiming that they 
could not afford to pay it and keep the 
mines in operation, though admitting that 
the wages earned by the men were very 
low. To-day the miners in the employ of 
the Witch Hazel Company, Foster Com­ 
pany and Manning Coal Comnany, num­ 
bering in all upwards of a thousand, all 
struck and refused to work, stating that 
they would not go in until an advance was 
conceded. The demand was made at the 
Poland shaft and several others for an ad­ 
vance, but as yet they have not gone out. 
Both sides are firm, and a long lockout Í3 
feared. 
A F o rg e r W eakens. 
N ew Y okk, December 1st.—The Brazil 
note cases took an unexpected turn to-day 
in the United States District Court. Joseph 
H- White, who has been confined in the 
city jail awaiting trial on a charge of utter­ 
ing forged certificates purporting to be 
Brazilian Treasury notes, sent for the Dis­ 
trict Attorney and intimated his desire to 
withdraw his plea of not guilty and throw 
himself on the mercy of the Court. This 
be did later in the d'ay-, and tbe jury re­ 
turned a verdict of “ guilty.”

Of the Central Pacific Railroad 
Company, the report of Commissioner 
Johnston says that its property was found 
to be in excellent condition. The various 
lines have been operated since April 1, 
1885, by the Southern Pacific Company of 
Kentucky, under terms of a lease, dated 
February 17,1885. The gross earnings of 
the “ Pacific System ” for the year ended 
June 30, 1886, compared with those of the 
preceding year, show a decrease of $449,299; 
yet the net earnings were increased $2,430,­ 
512, or 31.8 per ceut. This increase was 
caused by a very great reduction in operat­ 
ing expenses. Tbe financial condition of the 
road June 30, 18S6, is summarized as fol­ 
lows ; Total debt, $122,148,538: capital 
stock, $59,275,500; total stock and debt, 
$181,424,038; total assets, $187,433,178; sur­ 
plus, $6,009,140. 
The Commissioner says the sinking 
funds of the Union and Central Pacific 
Companies June 30, 1886, held by the 
Treasurer of the United States under the 
Act of May 7, 1878, amounted to $9,658,713, 
the Union Pacific having to its credit 
$0.419,351, and the Central Pacific $3,239,­ 
361. The total amount of interest paid by 
the United States on account of subsidy 
bonds to both roads up to June 30, 1886, 
was $70,854,325, an excess over the sums 
due the roads of $10,104,229.

W a s h in g t o n , December 1st.—The Gov­ 
ernor of Alaska, in his annual report to the 
Secretary of the Interior, says : Notwith­ 
standing the order or request of the Secre­ 
tary of the Navy, dated July 10, 1885, the 
senior naval officer has not accorded to the 
civil government aid and co-operation it 
had a right to expect. The discourtesy of 
this officer was so marked as to render it 
impossible for the Governor to subsequent­ 
ly seek his co-operation, except in the event 
of a grave public emergency.

Lane sent the following reply : 
“ As the petition is destined for the Gov­ 
ernor of Illinois, and made with the object 
of sparing human life, I will not refuse my 
assistance, if you persist in demanding it. 
But allow me to inform you that in the 
present case it is useless. You can, with­ 
out disadvantage and with as much efficacy 
as I, address yourself direct to the Execu 
tive of Illinois, who alone has the power of 
granting a pardon. W ithout raising any 
objection to the accomplishment of your 
wishes, I beg that yt>u will rest assured 
that capital punishment is applicable 
in no State of the 
Union to politi­ 
cal 
offenses. 
It 
is 
prescribed 
only 
for odious crimes against the public, 
such as murder and rape, committed under 
aggravated circumstances and with pre­ 
meditation. In political matters there ex­ 
ists in the United States a moderation 
which even profound disagreements are 
powerless to alter. In the discussion of 
great political and social problems touch­ 
ing the welfare of tbe workers, we proceed 
with wide liberty, showing a spirit of fra­ 
ternity and tolerance which renders vio­ 
lence inexcusable and always prejudicial to 
its authors. 
When the majority pro­ 
nounces every one submits. If this great 
and salutary principle of giving expression 
to the will of the majority,which forms the 
basis of American institutions, be ignored, 
social order founded on liberty and frater 
nity collapses, and society falls once more 
into chaos.” McLane, at the request of the 
Council, has consented to transmit the pe­ 
tition to Governor Oglesby.

Berlin, December 1st.—Tbe Reichstag 
has concluded the discussion of the budget. 
It decided to refer certain sections to the 
budget committee, and to deal with the 
remainder at the plenary sitting of the 
House. In the course of the debate Herr 
Jacoby, Secretary of State for the Imperial 
Treasury, denied that the establishment of 
a tobacco monopoly formed part of the pro­ 
gramme of the Government. 
Justus Klotz, Frogressist candidate for 
the Reichstag in the First Electoral District 
of Berlin, is conducting a vigorous cam­ 
paign, addressing meetings wherever the 
Social-Democratic element is prominent. 
His speeches are received with enthusiasm.

I am more sinned 
against than sinning, and now the truth 
shall be know n.

W ilson then went on to tell the 
story ol his birth and the wrong done him 
by his father. 
H is story is th at he is a son 
of Moen’s first wife, und that he was born 
a few m onths after their marriage. 
Moen 
being a deacon and professedly high-toned 
Christian, did not wish to face the scandal 
of such an early birth for liis first-born, so 
a bargain was made with Jonas W ii3on of 
Danielsville, Conn., 
a 
stage driver, by 
which the babe was transferred to the 
latter’s care and brought up us W ilson's 
son. The boy lived and toiled in the hum ­ 
ble sphere to which he savs Moen con­ 
signed him , and it was not" until he be­ 
came a young m an grown that 
HE LEARNED THE SECRET OF Ills BIRTH. 
For that secret he was indebted to religious 
remorse. His supposed father. Jonas Wil­ 
son, who, being on his death-bed and not 
caring to pass the portal with that burden 
•on his soul, drew the lad toward him and 
told him who he was. After Wilson died 
the young feliow set off for Worcester to 
meet his father face to face. Their first 
meeting, Wilson says, was exactly as has 
been described. 
He did meet Moen 
that morning, and after observing the 
signs 
of 
'zenith 
and 
luxury 
that 
abounded, demanded of Moen some repara­ 
tion for the wrong done one who should be 
the heir to all. Moen at first refused to 
acknowledge the lad. and would have 
driven him forth, but the boy faced his 
millionaire parent defiantly, 
upbraiding 
him for the wrong done his mother and 
himself. He said : “ I will force vou to 
acknowledge me, and tiie world shali know 
you tor what you are.” 
Then, “ Doc.” 
says, the banker-deacon became alarmed 
and gave him $100. By appointment, he 
met Moen the next day and consented to 
shield his father from shame. The father 
had in the meantime married again, after 
the death o f" Doc.’s” mother, and married 
into a family which would have scorned 
Moen had they known of the scandal. 
WILSON BLACKMAILED BY OTHERS. 
Then, according to Wilson’s story, per­ 
sons who knew the secret of his parentage, 
seeing that he had money, and knowing it 
came from Moen, began to urge claims 
upon him. Their demands increased, and 
to satisfy them he had to apply to Moen for 
money, and in that way much of the sum 
received from the banker was spent. Wil­ 
son says these demands upon him grew so 
exorbitant that he became almost impover­ 
ished by them. TheEngley suits were settled 
he said, at Moen’s suggestion, with Moen’s 
money. Tbe latter feared his relationship 
to Wilson would come out some way in 
the trial. Wilson has letters which he says 
were written by Moen, acknowledging the 
relationship and calling him “ dear son.” 
These letters Wilson produced to day. Ha 
says he is the injured one, a3, instead of 
being reared as a gentleman, brought up 
amid all the luxuries which his father’s 
wealth could parchase, he was cast adrift 
and reared as n peasant boy, without edu­ 
cation and without any of the refinements 
of life which would have been his had his 
cruel parents done right. Wilson says lie 
can no longer endure the calumnies with 
which he is assailed, and that his confes­ 
sion of the secret is true in every resnect. 
THE NEWS AT MOEN’S HOUSE. 
Worcester (Mass.), December 1st.—The 
announcement from Providence this even­ 
ing that "D oc” Wilson had lifted the 
veil from the great Moen mystery has 
caused a tremendous sensation. The bulle- 
tin-boards were surrounded far into the 
night by crowds. The millionaire manu­ 
facturer was at a prayer-meeting when the 
announcement reached this city, and the 
reporters gathered at the dooi of "the Union 
Church to waylay him when he came 
forth. One of them showed Mr. Moen a 
copy of a Providence paper containing 
the story, ami proceeded to interview 
him 
on 
the 
subject, but he would 
say nothing aside from the statement 
that the story was a lie. With difficulty 
he escaped the reporters and proceeded to 
his residence. A reporter called upon him 
there at 9 o’clock. His son Phil came to 
the door with him. He was as cool and 
collected as though he had been called to 
the door on a matter of business of the 
simplest kind. 
When asked about the 
statement made by Wilson to day that be 
was bis father, Mr. Moen said : 
" it is a l ie ! a downright l ie!” 
He then said: "M y counsel lias advised 
me not to talk with any of the newspaper 
men on (lie subject. 
So you wiil excit e 
me if I decline to be interviewed. But you 
can see that bo is nearing the end of bis 
rope. 
Just see how desperate the man is, 
in getting up such a storv as that.” Moen 
declined to say anything further. 


Undaunted Mother-Love.—Mrs. Aman­ 
da Lofton is a pretty little woman who 
lived at Mast Oakland anti who was cruelly 
treated by her husband. She is 22 years of 
age, and has a 3-year-old daughter. She 
was supporting herself and child, and was 
about to apply for a divorce when her hus­ 
band left for tbe Mast, stealing the child.

A PLAIN TALK. 


One of the leading clergymen of San 
Francisco has been talking very plainly to 
the people of that city about the wicked­ 
ness of the metrojadis. A great seaport 
town is always a wicked one, but this 
preacher has evolved from his reasoning 
the novel doctrine that as the sun is fol­ 
lowed in its course the wickedness of cities 
augments. 
For instance, he said: 
If statistics are to be believed, San Francisco 
is the wickedest city in Christendom. I hold in 
my hand the report of Chief of Police Crowley 
for the fiscal year ending June JO, 1SS6. The 
Chief reports 26,565 arrests in a population of 
2C0.U00. In other words, one arrest for every 
nine persons. Compare this with Chicago and 
we find the proportion of arrests to the popula­ 
tion to be one in sixteen; in Philadelphia it is 
one in twelve; in New York one in eighteen. A 
great number of these arrests are misdemeanors 
not runked as crimes. Over 14,000 such are re­ 
ported. This leaves 12,078 crimes properly so 
called, or, in other words, one person in every 
twenty-one of the population of San Francisco 
commits crime. The same fact obtains in other1 
cities. Making the same applcation to New 
York that city shows one in forty-two. There 
were twenty murders iu Sau Francisco last year 
and 112 attempts. In London there were only 
sixteen last year. In other words, there was ono 
murder to overy 13,000 of population. Iu Paris 
there is only one murder to every 15,582 of pop­ 
ulation. In London only one in every 288,888. 
These figures are startling. Beginning with 
London, it seems that the cities grow worse 
westward until we find here on this golden 
shore the culmination of the great wave. 
This is very courageous pulpit talk to a 
people about themselves, but it is not at all 
likely any one will cross lances with Dr. 
Sprecher, for, as has been shown, her forti­ 
fies himself with statistics. Coming down 
to the causes of this vicious state of the 
San Francisi'o public, the preacher laid the 
blame first at the door of the saloon ; next 
at the door of the executive and judicial 
offices, for Don-enforcement and the delays 
of the law, though he subsequently ex­ 
cused them liecau.se of want of public sup­ 
port; third, lack of moral sentiment in 
the community to render prompt enforce­ 
ment of the laws possible; fouth, bad train­ 
ing of children ; lastly, impure politics and 
contempt for religion. 
In the third specification the speaker 
covered the chief cause for criminal domi 
nance—lack of moral sentiment as fortifi­ 
cation to the law. 
But a chief cause of 
that he neglected to mention, and that is 
the impure literature of the day. The ed­ 
ucation of the people is largely dependent 
upon current periodical literature; their 
sensibilities harden, not from contact with 
crime, for only the few are witnesses to its 
commission, but from reading its literature 
and printed matter in varied forms, that 
gild and excuse vicious and demoralizin; 
influences, and the perusal of matte 
that creates false ideas, appeals to the pas­ 
sions and corrupts the moral sentiments. 
Wg venture the assertion that could an ac­ 
curate and full census be taken in the 
case, it would demonstrate that seven 
out of ten of the youths who are lawless or 
criminal, who arc in training for prison 
and the gal lows, are readers of vicious lit­ 
erature, and especially that of the flash 
press. Familiarity with accounts of crime 
and debauchery deaden the sensibilities 
and render the nature callous to the enor­ 
mity of vice. Ilum and the vile haunts of 
a great city have a great deal to do with 
the training of youth for criminal patiis, 
but the chief ally of the spirit of evil is 
the influence that plants the seeds of vice 
in the mind. 
That which renders a com­ 
munity instnsible to the dangers of vicious 
growth is chargeable, as a matter of course, 
with the results. Said the speaker referred 
to: “ A generation is growing up in this 
city as violent, impure, immoral and crim­ 
inal as ancient Rom e; I look with fear 
and trembling to the result.” 
Precisely; and let him search for the 
roots of the evil, and he will find them 
largely in street and secret literature, that 
begins to poison the mind, harden the con­ 
science and deaden the sensibilities of the 
child from the day it is capable of reading 
and understanding, or seeing and being 
influenced by pictorial vice. 
The full import of our charge; the full 
significance of the truth to which we refer; 
the alarming extent and power of the in­ 
fluence we have indicated, can be appreci­ 
ated only by those who have given some 
special attention to the subject. We again 
aver, extravagant though it may seem, that 
more potent for ill than strong d rink; 
more dangerous than “dives” ; more men­ 
acing than the slums; more debasing 
than the house of the harlot, and alto­ 
gether more mischievous and contamina­ 
ting than the 
companiouship of the 
vicious, is the almost incalculable variety 
and multitude of fiendish prints, books, 
papers and publications that sow the seeds 
for the crop of vice, in S.m Francisco, and 
for the harvest of ruined men and women 
in the great cities of the land.

Some people w ill gamble at 
the lottery game anyhow, suggests a local 
contemporary, therefore why not have it 
done under State auspices? 
T here is-no 
strength in such pleading. 
Some people 
will buy and read sm utty books and licen­ 
tious journals; why not, therefore, have 
the State print them ? 
B ut State super­ 
vision will protect th e people from swin­ 
dling lotteries, we are told. T h at proceeds 
upon the assumption 
th at

B ut ad­ 
m it it. 
Then let the State 
go into

Absurd as is such a thought, it is more 
reasonable than the suggestion concerning 
lotteries. 
The moral sense of th e people 
of California was sufficiently strong to con­ 
stitutionally prohibit lottery schem es; it 
is not so weak now as to w ithdraw that 
inhibition.

H e believes in irrigation, and says if a 
portion of the Sacramento river was turned 
out and conducted along the foothills 
of Tehama, Colusa and so on to Sui- 
suu Bay, by means of a large canal, lands 
now worth five, ten or even twenty dol­ 
lars an acre, would then sell for two 
to five hundred dollars an acre for fruit 
culture. 
He is somewhat enthusiastic on 
fruit-growing and irrigation, and says the 
land boom in northern California is com­ 
ing rapidly.— lied B luff Sentinel.

IiijLD-OYER SE C T O R S. 


R .-su lto P r e d ic te d fro m s. N o n -C o m p lia n c e 
w ith th e C onstitution. 


M a r y s v i l l e , November 30,1880. 
E ds. R ecokd-U nton : Since my first letter 
on the subject of hold-over Senators was 
published in the R ecord-U nion, I have had 
num erous letters from persons in various 
parts of the State, all agreeing that the 
Senators from the odd districts m ust hold 
over under the term s of the Constitution. 
But they are not all quite clear as to how 
this can be enforced, with a Democratic ad 
m inistration against the proposition. Two 
years ago, when the writer raised the same 
question in the Republican State Central 
Committee, it was received with quite as 
much doubt as is expressed at this time. 
But the committee were induced to appoint 
a sub-committee to obtain the views of 
leading lawyers of the State. The opinions 
of the following 
gentlemen 
were ob­ 
tained : H on. J. McM. Shafter, Judge S. C, 
Denson 
of Sacramento, 
H on. 
1. 
S. 
Belcher and E. A. Davis of Marysville, 
and quite a num ber of others. 
These 
gentlemen, w ithout any conference with 
each other, gave written opinions, all hold­ 
ing that the Constitution required an elec­ 
tion to be held in 1884. After receiving the 
opinions of those gentlemen, the question 
was how to proceed, as it was not expected 
the Governor would issue a proclamation 
for the election of Senators. 
The com­ 
mittee finally determined to request the 
County Central Committees to elect Sen 
ators from the odd districts, w hether there 
was a proclamation "issued or not. As the 
Court had already decided that there was a 
vacancy, that it 
was 
not 
essential 
proclamation should be issued. 
After this 
policy had been agreed upon, I called upon 
Governor Stoneman and told him what 
had been done, and that he would have to 
m eet the question sooner or later. If he 
failed to issue the proclamation calling for 
the election of Senators, in case the Repub­ 
licans elected a m ajority of the Assembly 
they would recognize the Senate with the 
newly-elected members from the odd dis­ 
tricts and the hold-overs from the even 
districts, then if the Democrats concluded 
to withdraw and organize a second Legisla­ 
ture it would be for him to determ ine 
which of the two he would communicate 
with, and farther that the Republicans 
would probably elect a United States Sen­ 
ator, pass the appropriation bills, the tax 
levying bills, all other necessary legisla­ 
tion, and send it to him for his approval or 
rejection. 
Further, if he failed to approve, 
that his adm inistration would be without 
the means of carrying on the government. 
The public press were as reticent at that 
tim e m they are now on the question. 
None appear to have the courage, or else 
lacked 
the 
disposition, 
to 
discuss 
it, 
w ith 
the 
exception 
of 
the 
Examiner. 
Mr. 
Baggett 
furnished 
a 
num ber 
of 
long 
communications 
for that paper, attem pting to prove that the 
Constitution did not require an election to 
be held. These were met by the publica­ 
tion of the opinions of the lawyers, before 
referred to, and it was understood that quite 
a num ber of prom inent Democratic lawyers 
concurred in these opinions. The Demo­ 
crats became alarmed, and proposed to the 
Republican State Central Committee to 
make a test case and take it to the Court. 
The Republicans declined, and finally the 
Democrats m ake the case themselves and 
the Court ordered an election. 
Now, Mr. Editor, the case is the same to­ 
day. The Democrats were then attem pting 
to lengthen the term s of Senators, and now 
they are attem pting to shorten them . The 
Republicans are now in just the condition 
that I pointed out to Governor Stoneman 
two years ago. They have a m ajority of 
the Assembly, w ith the power to recognize 
a Senate composed of the hold-over Sena­ 
tors. 
The Constitution requires that they 
should do so. 
One of the m axim s of the Republican 
party is “ an honest election, free ballot 
and a fair count,” and there never was a 
belter tim e for tffem to dem onstrate that 
they believe what they profess. 
The elec­ 
tions for Senators, just held, was not hon­ 
est, because it was unconstitutional, and 
the Republican party will do less than its 
duty if it fails to see that the legally-con­ 
stituted Senators take their seats. There ap-

pears to be considerable stress attached to 
the fact that an election has been held. 
The editor of the Colusa Sun puts this 
very strongly. 
He adm its that it is a de­ 
batable question w hether an election for 
Senators ought to have been held or not,but 
says, “ This is an afterthought of the Kppnb- 
cans.” 
Now let me subm it the following 
questions to the Sun ed ito r: Suppose the 
Governor had inadvertently, or otherwise, 
called an election for all of the Superior 
Judges of the State, and that both parties 
had nom inated, and some had run inde­ 
pendently, and that the people held the 
election and the result had been declared, 
just as it has in the present case for Sen­ 
ators. Does lie suppose for a m om ent that 
these Judges-elect would take their seats 
aud hold court, or would the people say it 
was an afterthought on the part of the sit­ 
ting Judges when they raised the question 
as to the legality of the election? The 
offices of Superior Judge and State Senator 
are constitutional offices, with term s defi­ 
nitely fixed by that instrum ent, and can­ 
not 
be 
changed—even 
by the 
people 
themselves—until they have changed the 
Constitution. 
If 
the 
Constitution 
is 
obeyed, there 
can 
be 
no 
confusion. 
On 
the 
contrary, if 
disregarded, 
all 
will be confusion. 
If the persons just 
elected Senators are permitted to take their 
seats, all oí the acts of the Legislature will 
be void. The person elected to the U. S. 
Senate by them will be challenged when he 
presents his certificate of election, and that 
body cannot do otherwise than refuse him 
his seat. The appropriation bills and the 
tax levy bill will be void, and we will see 
another inslance of a Democratic adminis­ 
tration without money to pay the expenses 
of the Government. 
VVe will have ano’her 
case of corporations, or individuals, refus­ 
ing to pay their taxes on the ground of an 
illegal levy, and no end of confusion wiH 
arise. 
But follow the Constitution and all 
will go sm oothly.

CANADIAN CATHOLICS. 


They M ast Clioose K etw een th e C hurch 
an d K n ig h ts o f L abor. 
[By telegraph to the Record-Union.] 
N ew York, December 1st.—A M ontreal 
dispatch says : Michael Davitt and the Su­ 
perior of the Abbott Fathers, of this 
Province, have brought the relations be­ 
tween the Catholic Church in Canada and 
the K nights of Labor again prom inently 
before the public. 
Last Sunday the Supe­ 
rior, preaching at St. Peter’s Church, said 
that the society had been condemned by 
the Bishops of the Province, and the peo­ 
ple were bound to obey ihem , as children 
do their parents. 
It had been said, he con­ 
tinued, th at the Bishops of the United 
States do not condemn the Order. They 
conduct their dioceses as they see tit. 
We 
have no more right to interfere w ith them 
than they with us. 
It had also been said 
that our Bishops had been sold to the cap­ 
italists. This is ridiculous. Our Bishops, 
when 
they see 
danger to our souls, 
are 
obliged, 
under 
pain of 
mortal 
sin. to warn us. 
The reverend Father 
ridiculed the idea of the K nights being a 
m utual benefit society. H e said that it 
was the officers who were bentfited. one 
of them alone getting a salary of $5,000 
per year. W hat confidence, he 
asked, 
could they have in a society the chiefs of 
which were foreigners, to whom they must 
apply for their benefits ? H e continued : 
“ If you do not listen to the words of our 
Bishops and the teachings of the Holy 
Catholic Church, you will com m it mortal 
sin, and incur eternal dam nation. The 
tim e for the ’ retreat’ is commencing, and no 
K night of Labor will be allowed to par­ 
ticipate in the sacraments. Choose which 
you please.”

The town of Folsom, on the American 
river, twenty-two miles northeast ot Sacra­ 
mento, is the most im portant town in the 
county, having a population of about l.UOO. 
It is a shipping point and trade center for a 
large portion of Sacramento, Placer and El 
Dorado counties. For m any years it was 
the term inus of the Sacramento Valley 
Railroad, before the completion of the Cen­ 
tral Pacific across the Sierras. All freight 
and passengers for the State of Nevada, 
during the early silver excitement, were at 
this point transferred to coaches and freight 
wagons, which crossed the sum m it via 
Placervilie 
through 
Strawberry valley. 
Those were lively times for Folsom, and 
the wholesale m erchants of that town were 
strong competitors with those of Sacra­ 
m ento for the Washoe and Carson trade. 
She had 


ONE OF T H E LARGEST FLOURING M ILLS 
In the county, her wholesale houses car­ 
ried immense and varied stocks of goods 
and her’ hotels 
and restaurants did a 
large business. 
T he completion of the 
Sacramento and Placervilie road to Latrobe 
took the freight and passenger traffic to 
that point, and soon aflerwards the road 
was pushed on to its present term inus, 
Shingle Springs. 
W ith the loss of the 
term inal point of the railroad Folsom as a 
business point declined, but has ever re­ 
mained the distributing center for a large 
local agricultural andm ining population. 
On the 13th day ot last August a fire 
broke out in W ebber’s harness shop, 011 
Main street, that quickly spread to the ad­ 
joining buildings, and in spite of the efforts 
of the citizens over one-half of the town 
was laid in ruins. The lum ber yard, rail­ 
road depot, and possibly the rem ainder of 
the town, were saved by the railroad com­ 
pany’s yard engine, which was sent from 
this city, m aking the run in forty minutes. 
It was a severe blow to the town, and 
m any were of the opinion, owing to the 
depressed state of business, that it would 
never be rebuilt. 
A visit to the town by a 
representative of this paper yesterday con­ 
vinced him that the citizens of that* place 
are not easily discouraged. 


TH E TOWN IS EN TIR ELY REBUILT 
Throughout the burned district, and never 
in its palmiest days presented such a neat, 
substantial and business-like appearance. 
The buildings, m any of them brick, one of 
granite, others substantial frame, are of 
modern stvle of architecture, neat and sub­ 
stantial. The sidewalks and awnings are 
uniform , the painting, frescoing and orna­ 
m ental work, all after the latest styles, and 
the entire street has the business-bearing of 
a busy city thoroughfare. 
The stocks of 
goods are ail fresh, and the clerks and pro­ 
prietors, apparently breathing inspiration 
from their surroundings, have a style about 
them seldom observable outside of the me­ 
tropolis. The citizens are proud of their 
new town, and as they were all pretty well 
insured no one seems m uch to regret the 
“ fire fiend” that left them homeless for a 
lim e by burning their old tumble-down 
rookeries. 
If young Webber, the “ fire­ 
bug,’’ who touched the match to his father's 
premises, and 


CAUSED T H E TOWN TO GO U P IN SMOKE, 
Could get a peep from behind his prison 
bars at the new town, he no doubt would 
exclaim w ith a fiendish pride, “ I did it.” 
Had the town a system of water works, 
which could be easily and cheaply con­ 
structed, the town could have been easily 
saved. It would seem that tbev would 
profit by a lesson so dearly bought, but it 
appears they have not, for the town has 
been rebuilt, and no effort made to pipe 
water from an adjacent hight, and distrib­ 
ute fire plugs throughout the town. The 
poor people are willing, but cannot. 
The 
wealthy residents are able to, but will not. 
The ffitter take no stock in the old adage 
that “ an ounce of prevention is worth a 
pound of cure.”

Ecklon's brick building, butcher shop and 
jew elry store; Louis K lurap, brick, 50 feet 
front, saloon, shoem aker shop and barber 
shop; Brown <fc Yager, brick, hardware 
store and grocery store; H . Webber, brick, 
saddlery and harness shop: Jacob Muller, 
brick, furniture store and undertaker's 
shop; Mrs. Brown, granite building, gro­ 
cery store : C. Zim m erm an, the New West­ 
ern H o tel-larg e two story frame hotel, fin­ 
ished off wiib all the latest im provem ents; 
on the first floor is a shoem aker shop, 
butcher shop, jewelry store, and saloon ; E. 
M. O'Dom, iarge one story frame, black­ 
sm ith sh o p ; John L. House, iarge two- 
story frame, first story m arble works, sec­ 
ond story, residence; large frame lively 
stable, two-story Und basement. Mrs. S. 
Foster; one-story frame law office, Judge 
Crossette; Peter Yager, one story brick, 
oyster house and vegetable depot.

buildings are in course of erection, which 
gives employm ent to a large force of car­ 
penters, masons, plasterers and painters. 
The southern portion ot the town that es­ 
caped the flames is being thoroughly fixed 
up, so as not to contrast too strongly with 
the new, which gives the town a neat, trim 
and business-like appearance.

OUB FUSDEI) DEBT. 
Decision of the Soprem e Court Relative 
to It* 
Below we give in full the decision of the 
Supreme Court, rendered November 26th, 
in the case of the Board of Commissioners 
of the Funded Debt Sinking Fund vs. the 
Board of Trustees of the City of Sacra­ 
mento, appellants: 
This is an application of the Board of 
Commissioners of the Funded Debt Sink­ 
ing Fund to compel the Board of Trustees 
of Sacramento city, by mandate, to levy a 
certain tax which is ordered to be levied by 
an Act of the Legislature passed in 1S72. 
The Court below issued an alternative 
writ, and the City Trustees made a response 
not denying any fact set up iu the petition 
and affidavit, but setting up matters of law 
only as a response to the alternative writ. 
The Court overruled the legal objections 
raised and made the writ absolute. From 
this the Trustees appealed. 
, 
Appellants contend the petition is fatally 
defective, in that it does not appear there­ 
from that petitioners have not a plain, 
speedy and adequate remedy at law ; and 
in that it does not appear therefrom that 
defendants have municipal functions to 
perform. 
. . 
The facts alleged in the petition show 
that there is no other plain, speedy or ade­ 
quate remedy. The powers and duties of 
the defendants are declare»! and determined 
by a public statute, of which we take 
notice. 
. 
Appellants further content that petition­ 
ers have no legal capacity to maintain this 
action. The petitioners are parties " bene­ 
ficially interested ” within the meaning of 
Section 1086 of the Code of Civil Pro­ 
cedure. (County of Contra Costa vs. The 
Board of Supervisors, 26 Cal., 641.) 
The main contention of appellant is that 
the Act of March 25, 1872 (Stats. 1371-72, 
p. 546), was repealed on the adoption of 
the Constitution of 1879. by reason of the 
clause in Section 1, Article XXII. of that 
instrument, which reads : “ The provisions 
of all laws inconsistent with this Consti­ 
tution shall cease upon the adoption 
thereof.” It is said that the provisions of 
the Act of 1872 are “ inconsistent ” with 
Section 13, Article XL of the Constitution. 
That section reads: 
'• The ^Legislature shall not delegate to 
anv special commission, private corpora­ 
tion, company, association or individual, 
any power to make, control, appropriate, 
supervise, or in any way interfere with any 
county, city, town or municipal improve­ 
ment, money, property or effects, whether 
held in trust or otherwise, or to levy taxes 
or assessments, or to perform any munici­ 
pal functions whatever.” 
That the prohibition is prospective, and 
applies to the Legislature created by the 
Constitution, in which the prohibition is 
found, seems too clear for argument. The 
prohibition became operative with the rest 
of the Constitution, and could only limit 
the power of the Legislature provided for 
in the Constitution. Its language does not 
purport anything more or different. 
This much being conceded, it necessarily 
follows that the Act of 1872 is not incon­ 
sistent with the section of the Constitution 
above quoted. It is not pretended that it is 
inconsistent with any other provision of 
the Constitution. 
The prohibition of future enactments, of 
a particular character, by houses of legisla­ 
tion brought into existence by the same 
Constitution which contains the prohibi­ 
tion, cannot be held to annul past legisla­ 
tion without violating the plain meaning 
of the language. It may be that some pro­ 
visions of the Constitution prohibit future 
action, authorized in the past by a statute in 
force prior to the adoption of the Constitu­ 
tion. In such cases the prohibition—it 
might be argued—is pointed at such future 
action, and is not a repeal of the statute 
which originally authorized it. Thus : “ No 
county seat shall be removed unless two- 
thirds of the qualified electors shall vote in 
favor of such removal.” (Section 2, Article 
XI.) This may not only prohibit any legis­ 
lation attempting to authorize a removal, 
without the two-thirds vote, but may pro­ 
hibit also the removal itself. Other exam­ 
ples might perhaps be put to illustrate the 
distinction. But in each case the meaning 
of the prohibitory clause must be ascer­ 
tained by reference to its subject-matter 
and to the other provisions of the Constitu­ 
tion. There is no clause of the Constitution 
which can be construed to prohibit pro­ 
ceedings, under the prior law, by the Board 
of Commissioners established by the Act of 
1872, or by other like Boards. 
In their original points counsel for ap­ 
pellant say : ** It is contended by respond­ 
ents that Sections 12 and 13 of Article XI. 
are not retrospective. Standing alone, 
this would be true, and there are numerous 
authorities sustaining that construction, 
but the plain intent to make them retro 
active is disclosed by Section 1, Article 
XXII., Constitution of California.” In 
their brief in reply, however, counsel seem 
to contend that Section 13, Article XI., of 
itself and independent of Section 1, Article 
XXII. of the Constitution, repealed the 
Act of 1S72. For the reasons above set 
forth this view cannot be upheld. 
Our conclusion is that the Act of 1872 is 
not inconsistent with the Constitution, and 
that it will remain in full force until al­ 
tered or repealed by the Legislature. 
(Const., Art. XXII., Sec. 1.) 
Judgment affirmed.

Further Concerning Jas. Rogers Smith, Jr. 
A. G. Thomas called at the police office 
yesterday and identified the coat and hat 
found on the barge Yolo Monday morning 
as being articles belonging to and generally 
worn by James Rogers Smith, whose name, 
it will be recollected, was appended to a 
note pinned to the hat, and which stated 
that he intended to jump into the river. 
Mr. Thomas stated that Smith had lived in 
the city for about two years, and roomed 
with him for about a year and a half. In 
fact, he (Thomas) virtually supported him, 
as Smith—a painter by trade—was not dil­ 
igent in search of employment, was not 
anxious to work. On the morning of the 
day that the latter disappeared Thomas 
found a note of a few lines left by him, 
saying: “ I am going to the other side; am 
onlv sorry that I cannot repay you for your 
kindness.” The words “ I am better off ” 
had been written and then partially oblit­ 
erated. and at the bottom of the fragment 
of paper upon whicn the note was written 
was : “ I am 27 years old to-day." The note 
was dated November 29lh, while that at­ 
tached to the hat was dated November 
28th. Mr. Thomas thinks they were writ­ 
ten at the same time, however. He recol­ 
lects that while lying in bed, about half 
asleep, he noticed Smith writing, about 1 
o'clock in the morning, and also observed 
him take some tobacco and roll a cigarette. 
When he got up, some hours later. Smith 
was gone, and he found that the latter had 
taken about 45 cents from his (Thomas’) 
purse, which also contained $20 in gold. It 
was subse»]ttently noticed that a quantity of 
“ yen sbee,” or burned opium, which had 
been in the room for several months, had 
been taken, and it may be that Smith re­ 
ferral to it in his note found on the hat, 
where he speaks of “ the poison ” not act- 
iDg satisfactorily. Mr. Thomas is satisfied 
that lie did not take any ether hat 
and coat with him. and therefore does not 
believe he left those articles on the barge 
and then went awav, leaving it to be in­ 
ferred that he was dead. He did not drink 
to excess, and so far as is known had not 
done anvthing for which he should desire 
to absent himself. On the other side there 
was no reason why he should commit sui 
cide. uor had he ever given any hint of 
thoughts tending that way, exceptthat a few 
nights before he said to a fríen»! who was 
finding fault with himself, “ Come and 
jump into the river with me.” It is stated, 
as a possible cause for depression of spirits 
on his part, that he was very much inter­ 
ested in a young lady residing here, who, 
however, woula have nothing to do with 
him. His father is clerk in a store in San 
Francisco, and he has a brother living at 
the Bay. 
MR SMITH ArPEARS AT DIXON. 
The following note, received last even 
inc. makes it appear probable that Smith 
“ weakened,” and did no! poison nor drown 
himself: 
Dixon, December 1,1S86 
Ens. Record-I'xion : I saw by your paper that 
a man by the name of J. R. Smith had com­ 
mitted, or attempted, suicide. X am personally 
acquainted with said person, and saw him in 
Dixon December 1.1886, and asked him about 
the suicide, lie claimed he was drunk, a d 
did not know- what he was doing, hut trom the 
«ppearan»’e of his cloihes it looks as though he 
iiad been In water. I state this for the sake of 
his folks.

Los An­ 
geles was 7° warmer in its mean average 
temperature for November than Sacra­ 
mento was, the latter city being 3° cooler 
than an average temperature for Novem­ 
ber in the last thirty-three years.

COAST DEFENSES. 


G e n . H o w a rd M ak e s S u g g e stio n s R e g a r d ­ 
in g T h e m . 
Major-General Howard, Division of the 
Pacific, has subm itted his annual report for 
the bencfitof Lieutenant-General Sherm an. 
Referring to the means of defense against a 
possible invasion of the Pacific coast, he 
savs: “ The forts are not in order, they are 
no't m anned with guns of the proper cali­ 
ber. and, what is worse, there are no guns 
of the right s:ze and power in the whole 
country to bring here. There should be a 
‘ niant ’ on this coast, and a speedy prepara­ 
tion for m aking suitable guns, and other 
means of defense ought not to be delayed. 
Time is all-im portant. True, the cost will 
be great, but the m oney will m ainly go to 
the working classes of our people. Cali­ 
fornia is too fine a State to be left com­ 
pletely to the mercy of other nations with 
whom any day we m ay have a serious 
conflict. Once lost, the regaining would 
involve millions more than the cost of a 
simple and proper system of defensive 
works. Now, shell could easily be thrown 
from the neighborhood of the Cliff House, 
outside the harbor, to every part of San 
Francisco, and w ithout exceeding modern 
ranges could be dropped into Oakland. I 
therefore recommend that money be ap­ 
propriated so that a good torpedo defense 
may be 
planted; that Alcatraz Island 
be turned over to the Engineers and 
the 
proposed 
fortifications 
be 
com­ 
pleted thereon; that a fleet of torpedo 
boats be constructed, and that the 8-inch 
(converted) and 15-inch guns, now around 
the harbor, be properly m ounted ; that two 
floating batteries lie built, and anchored, as 
suggested bv the Board of Inspection ap­ 
pointed under the Act of Congress of 
March 3, 1885. 
This will tend to place 
this harbor, the western entrance to this 
country, in a defensible condition, and 
hinder an enemy’s entrance with a hostile 
fleet. It would, however, as rem arked be­ 
fore, do nothing toward preserving San 
Francisco from the fire of modern ships of 
war anchored outside the heads, and Oak­ 
land m ight be involved. To properly pro­ 
tect these cities, new forts w ith heavy guns 
would have to be built on the coast, sup­ 
plemented by heavy cruisers, floating bat­ 
teries and torpedo boats. Other cities on 
the coast are entitled to consideration, but 
they can better wait than San Francisco to 
be made secure.” 
The report is very elaborate, giving in 
the -appendix a num ber of letters from 
officers regarding the m ilitary posts in this 
State. 
In the report subm itted by C. Sea- 
fortli Stewart, Colonel of Engineers, he 
states that the consolidated estimate of cost 
of the proposed defense of San Francisco 
is $27,968,150, while Lieutenant E. Griffin, 
of the Corps of Engineers, estimates the 
cost at $1-1,942,000. 
General Howard recommends the aban­ 
donm ent of Forts Halleck, Nevada, and 
K lamath, Oregon. 


WAIER* RIGHTS. 


D ecisio n b y th e S u p re m e C o u rt A g ain t t 
a W a te r C o m p a n y . 
The A lham bra Addition W ater Company 
brought suit against Solomon Richardson 
et al., with a view to obtaining a judgm ent 
affirming to the plaintiff the whole of the 
right, title and interest to certain waters, 
as well as to the pipe which conducted the 
waters over the lands of the defendants, as 
also to the water works and appurtenances 
belonging thereto. 
An 
injunction was 
prayed for restraining defendants from tap­ 
ping the pipe and taking the water tlieie- 
from, or in any other m anner interfering 
with or diverting the same. 
In their an­ 
swer the defendants claimed that they 
owned a certain tract id land over which 
the pipe was constructed, and were entitled 
to take a sufficient am ount of water there­ 
from to irrigate said land, and that such 
privilege they had exercised for more than 
sixteen years. The answer further sets 
forth that before Richardson, one of the 
defendants, purchased the land, he asked 
Mr. W ilson, upon whose land tlie spring 
was situated, whether that land now called 
the “ Richardson P lace” was entitled to 
sufficient of that water for the purposes of 
irrigation and for the domestic uses of its 
occupants, and that Mr. W ilson replied in 
the affirmative. Relying upon this state­ 
m ent Richardson purchased irom H utchin­ 
son, his co-defendant, an interest in the 
place. For m any years the water flowed 
through an open ditch, but this resulted in 
a waste. To prevent this, in 1875, the pre­ 
decessors in interest laid a pipe. The de­ 
fendants assented to tho laying of the pipe 
on condition that they be allowed to use a 
sufficient quantity of the water, The Su­ 
preme Court having been appealed to, gives 
the opinion 
that 
plaintiffs should be 
estopped from any interference w ith the 
rights acquired by the defendants. The 
judgm ent was therefore affirmed, and the 
order granting a new trial was denied.

House. 
It is understood that he has begun 
upon the work of gathering information 
concerning his detractors, witli a view to 
instituting proceedings against them.
